Although  October  with  its  "Fire  Prevention  Week"  is  in  the  near  future,  now 
is  the  time  to  decide  what  you  want  to  do  to  alert  yourself  on  the  hazard  involved 
in  household  fires. 

Deaths  in  dwelling  fires  are  estimated  at  over  6,600  for  1972,  Approximately 
half  of  the  fire  fatalities  occurred  in  the  home.  All  home  fires  are  tragic 
experiences  and  we  should  do  everything  possible  to  prevent  them. 

If  you  cannot  answer  "yes"  to  all  of  the  following  questions,  what  will 
you  do  about  it? 

Y  N  -  Does  every  member  of  the  family  know  how  to  report  a  fire? 

Telephone  number? 

Y  N  -  Is  the  fire  department  phone  number  attached  to  the  telephone? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  store  lawn  mower  gasoline,  flammable  solvents,  etc.,  in 

approved  containers  outside  the  house? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  know  the  location  of  the  main  gas  valve  in  the  house  and 

how  to  turn  it  off  in  an  emergency? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  check  the  pilot  light  of  the  furnace  and  water  heater 

regularly? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  make  sure  flammable  materials  are  stored  away  from  the  furnace? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  know  the  location  of  the  main  electrical  switch  in  the  house 

and  how  to  shut  off  the  power  house  in  an  emergency? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  know  the  location  and  purpose  of  the  fuse  box  and  where 

it  is  located? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  make  sure  electrical  outlets  are  not  overloaded? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  have  covered  metal  containers  for  rubbish  and  waste  paper? 

Are  they  stored  out  of  the  house? 

Y  N  -  Does  your  fireplace  have  a  screen? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  have  fire  extinguishers  for  the  kitchen  and  workshops?
